Mr. ( I'andli r also referred to the uriv- 
inu: by in: sked L'eniocrats Irom his home 
111 .b il. i.swii loiinty. I'la., of .1, (i. Cole, 
U'( a.isc lie was a proiiiineiit U- pii! iliran: 
and he read extracts on the Miiijcci of 
that uuttage from articleii in 'J lie New 
York Trilame, Tlie Monticeilo. Fla..Con- 
Btituticu. The GainesyiUe, Fla.. Advo- 
cate and The Milwaukee Sentinel. He 
hoped the senator, Mr. Pasco, would in- 
form the senate whether he did not con- 
Kider .such transactions as theKe reasons 
why it would he wine and judieioua for 
the government of the United Slates to 
pans some law for the protection of Re- 
publican \nteiiji and for f.ur elecii.ins in 
the south for repre.sentatives in coiit;re8«. 

He alho reminded Mr. I'usco of other 
political murders and oiiliai^i s in I'lori- 
da. goinv: ; s f:.r bai k as |ssi. If there 
was any one state that needed tbe l)ene- 
fit of a I'rdcial election law, in connec- 
tion with congressional eU'ctioiis. it was 
the fitiite of Florida. He submitted to 
the wiiator I I'asco) whether he had not 
better, under the circuniHtances, waive 
his objei lion to National interference in 
elections, and to the passage ol a Nation- 
al elec tion law that would at least, se- 
cure electiuns in Florida tluit would lie, 
for once in tho history of that state, 
both honest and peaceful. 

Mr. Pasco, in a rejoinder, said he 
would not follow Senator Chandler 
through his ramblings from his scrap 
book, out he expressed the belief that 
the elections in Florida, ever since the 
memoralile one of 187(5, were as fair, .u* 
peaceful, and as qniet as tiie\ wi re in 
New I'lngland It was not surprising 
that there were some ii iegiilarities there 
then bi-caiisc the senator. Air. ( bandler. 
liatl been one of the principal a;,;ents in 
tlie Klonda election fraud in ISiii. and 
the deni< r ili/ation ictuilting from that 
hatl not entirely disai>peared. 

The allusion to his course in I'lorida in 
1870 bniught Mr. Chandler to his feet 
again, aiul be denied the charge that he 
had then approached tbe oliairinan of 
the Btat(> canva.'^sing booid, and had 
promised that if the state was canvassed 
for I « s the majority of the returning 
board woulil be taken care of. He de- 
nied tlmt statement absolutely, and de- 
clared tliat the friends of Mr. Kayos had 
resorted to no extraordinary moans on 
that ooaision. Sir. Pasco said that the 
charge haii been often made and printed 
and tliat (bis was the first it had been 
denied, 

Mr. Iii>:alls said that it had been his 
purpose lo iddress the senate to-morrow 
t>ii tlii> ^1 II.'. al siihjcct di,i-iis cd bv ;he 
senalniv inuu Alabama (.Moi-i^aiii, S .i ii 
Carolina ilintler) and Florida ila^i-ui: 
but he was siitreriiig from the l onse- 
■ iu« m es of the pre\ ailing malady to such 
extent thai he should be unable "to do so. 
He >;ave notice, however, that on Thurs- 
day at V (. clock he would move the oon- 
sideiaiion ol .Mr. Butlir's bill, for tlie 
purpose? of making some observations 
thereon. 

The senate then procooded to the con- 
sidoradon of execuavo business, and at 4 
p. n. adjourned.

De.wku, Col., Jan. 21. -The snow 
blockade on all roads in this part of tho 
country continues. No trains have left 
Ogdeii, on tihe Central 'Paciflr, since 
Thursday, or the Oregon Shoj t Line for 
six days. Twenty-seven relief on;; ine3 
were sent out from stations on the Cen- 
tral Pacific yesterday, and are stuck in 
drift, as are also several of the patent 
snow plow s 

TJieCenii al I 'acilic has ordered one of 
the br.'i:; screw snow-plows lioia the 
east, and e\en it is siile-tracked at .Sher- 
man. W ord 1 aino last night that there 
was no assiir.iuce of getting tin-, plow 
before .June. 

A special from Reno says the storm 
ended tlieie last night, and tli;ii. stock- 
men say hall ihe cattle and sheep in the 
State will perish. .Sparks and Teunin, 
in soutiiern Idaho, have lost :i,OUO head 
of cattle. 

Reports from the Qui ml river section 
of Idaho says all stock there will die. 

A train Uiat left hero for San Fran- 
cisco Friday went out to Reno, and re- 
turned ladt night. The trainmen report 
snow in canons in Nevada from thirty lu 
sixty feet deep. Stockmen in that 
country say four-fifths of the stork has 
or will jierish. No such storm ha-> been 
kno'vn siiK e the lirst white man ixaie- 
lrale<l llie-e nioiiiitains. (ieoige (iray- 
Bou, a we.ilihy slock man oi .o'vaila, is 
feeiliiig 1 w eiiiy tons of hay daily, and 
savs Ii)> wid lo^e a 1,000 led cattle and 

all on tho outside. 

I o.u ..an ,r.-<i westbound pa-ssengers 
are side-tia. ked at Baker City, on the 
Oregon Short Line, awaiting the open- 
ing of the bio. kade. They have now 
been accumulating for six days. It is 
thought the blockade will be raised soon. 
The paN^>M<rer<« are getting anxious, and 
accommodations are poor. Several snow

It is reported that a terrible snow-slide 
occurred at Red Jack mountain, Cornu- 
cajia, Saturday, destroying buildings 
an 1 the traiiiw ay at the mines. .No lives 
were li si.

After shovelin.; snow 
for several iiours, they were able to back 
up to Ti iu-kee. West of Truckee matters 
are eve.i \\ orse. Passengers are held in 
Blue Catfon. A snow plow pushed by 
five engines has been thirty-six hours 
tunneling about six miles from Truckee. 

Provisions to the trainmen stuck in 
the drifts aud cut utf, and are being ctir- 
ried to them on snow-shoes, after being 
taken by :i snow-plow west from i ruckee 
•S far as jHissible. Tw elve engines aud 
a snow-plow were only able to ^i, (wo 
miles, and then stuck fast in the snow, 
w hich set iiied to roll back U)m>ii them, 
aitnoiiKb uie rotary plows threw snow 
thirty feet. 

r-asieiii |ie(,ple on their way to Cali- 
fornia are now at Truikee enjoying 
California climate with a vengeance. 
Snow 'sheds are breaking down, render- 
ing it dangerous to use the snow plows, 
so that the shovels must do the work. 
Eleven hundred men reinforced the 
gang in Blue Canon yesterday. On all 
blockaded \ia§» posssngers are beinx 
cared for at the ozpsaso of tbo railroad 
companies. 

Telegraph lines in some places are en- 
tirely buried under the drifts, notnrith- 
stauding the fact that the wires are I 
strung on poles tliirty-tive feet high. A I 
report that the snowUjiind p.-.s t-iigers 
aresutfeii i;; lor want of food is denied 
by the ram o.id ollicials. Abiindain e uf 
fwd is shjiplied them, and the trains are 
at no point w hera U wottid be imposslbie 

to reach thein. 

FLvi^'neiu ed men on snow shoes are 
constantly on the road between Colfax 
and the delayed trains packing fresh 
beef and other um-essaries, and at no 
time during the blockade has any difli- 
culty been exporieuoed in giving the 
possengent comforts and food. 

Tbe passengers are not suffering from 
cold. A largo niunber of cases ci intiu- 
ensa are reported, but tl>e sufferers 
are kept warm and receive medical aid 

In the Far West. 

San Francisco, Jan. 21.— The snow 

blockade on the Centr.d I'aeilic railway 
in the vicinity of Truckee and Kmigrant 
Clap has become voiy serious. Since 
Tuesday last no eastern overland trains 
•have been able to reach a point further 
west than Colfax. All of the eastbound 
trains are at Sacramento, ('olfax and 
Shady Run, while those coniin>; w est are 
atEmigriint (iaj». Truckee and K'eiio. At 
Trncliee the de]itli of tlie sliow varies 
Irom eiv;hi lo ivvciity li'ci. Nnow 

I lows pie lied by tenor twel\e locomo- 
tives are reported stuck fast in the drifts. 
Snow i- still falling, and places en the 
road wh. I'll have been cleared \>y the 
plows .Ire laiiidly tilJnig up again. 

The pas.-,e;i jeis of the blockaded trains 
are ( omloi ial>ly quartered at hoteU by 
the company. Some ea.ses of iulluenza 
are reporied among the jiassengers, and 
the I'ompanv has provided the sutferers 
with niidical attention. The railroad 
oiticials declare tliat the blockade is the 
heaviest and longest tliey liave experi- 
ODoed for over ten years. No mails 
havs reached this sity from the east 
since last Tuesday.

MINER S' CONVEN TION, 

Dlatrtet 10. Profreasive Uuinn, KnvoraMe 
to Ona Open Orgnnlxa'toii. 

Columbus, O., Jan. 81.— The annual 
convention of Diotiiot Vo. 10, of tiio MM* 
tiooal ProgriBssive Union of Miners, com^ 
menced here yesterday. President Chris. 

Kvans in the chair. 

I'resiilent I'Aans rend bin annual ad- 
dress. It favors one open orj^ani/ation 
for the imiiers of .Xmenca; is lieartily in 
favor of support iiig the pro| position made 
t<J create a defense fund, to be u.sed in 
strikes: favors eight hours a day s labor; 
restriction ol the daily output of mines, 
and suspension at stated intervals ua out 
of the methods that will give relief. 

The aildress was ac'cepted unanimous 
Iv and onlered distributed among tho 
delegate, the subjects to be handled hy 
different committeeo. 

Secretary-Treasurer Lewis' annual r^ 
port was re.ad. and showed the follow 
ing: Cash on hand Jan. 18, 1889, |l,- 
685.17; total receipts ihiring the year, 
$6,47«.98; totnl cviiendituies. !^ •..■).•.'. 8.1; 
amount on hand, .*;».');. l;j. The sum of 
$118..')4 was paid out to strikes during 
the ye.ir. The expendiime-. iiii lude, 
among other liiings, the salaries of ottl- 
cers and their expenses. 

The roll wa., e.dled and i-.ieh delejfafe 
called upon (or a live-mimile speech to 
describe ilie MUiatioii in the districts rep- 
rebLiiied. 'I'la-re were forty delegateo 
present, and the general sentiment 
seeiiie I 'o lie m favor of one open organ- 
ization aud ail eight-hour d.iy. .Must of 
them favored a defense fund, and opin- 
ions were divided on the subject of a 
suspension of w ork at stated mtervals. 
A few of the delegates said they were in- 
structed to vote for a defense fund if * 
there was one ormnizatkm. There ara 
Quite a number of subjects for discussion 
dturing the session.
